"UJHY I LQUE HOUJIE - PART III" 



In the last tiuo issues of ' the-- Harvest , 
articles appeared that expressed disagreement 
ujith the present operation of the Bar Disco. 
I find it ajDpropriate to explain the function- 
ing of the Bar Disco in its proper context: 
uiithin the Students^ Society. 

The Bar Disco is a student-run operation 
supervised by the Centennial Centre Committee. 
^ The Centennial Centre building provides the non- 
academic facilities to the students: the Lounge, 
the Snack Bar, the room facilities for meetings, 
parties, activities and organizations, the Bar 
Disco, the Ballroom, as luell as providing space 
for the Athletics Office, the Bookstore the 
Diploma Program^s offices and the Counsellor's 
office. 

Being not subsidised (AT ALL) by (yicGill 
University for such services, the CC must rely 
on four sources of income to assure its sur- 
vivalj namely student fees (S15), the Snack Bar, 
the Bar Disco and room rentals. The room rental 
business concerns all profit-oriented activities 
as ujell as meeting rooms for outside organi- 
zations - Quebec Farmers* Association as an 
example. 



In 1977 the Centennial Center 
operation statement shou/ed a rev- 
enue over expenses of $4,389 
liihile in 1978 this "excess" uias 
S3, 089. One must admit that it 
represents quite a small safety 
margin, 4-5^ for a volume of 
expenditure of $82, 373. and- 
$86,011, respectively. If there 
is no need at the present time 
to spend this money, it is 
placed in the Bank to be utili- 
zed Uihenever a large capital 
expenditure uuill be required 
for renovation or repairs. The 
Bar Disco is responsible for 
45^ of the revenue that keeps 
the CC running. 



Presently, the Bar Disco 
employs 45 students from the 
uihole campus and the turnover 
rate of the staff (clique) has 
been 82^. for the period cover- 
ing September, 1978 to nouj. 
The students uiork on a one-day 
per uieek basis in order to 
offer the opportunity of earning 
some money to the greatest 
number of. students. Hiring, and 
firing is done by a part time 
Bar flflanager according to the 
policies set douin by the CC 
committee. One of these policies 
for example, states that workers 
should not tuear jeans uihile 
ujorking. If an employee feels 
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that she or he has been fired 
for no apparent reason, he or 
she is fully entitled to make 
an appeal to the CC committee. 

Concerning the entrance 
policy, it is presently rather 
difficult to restrict the Bar 
Disco to (Ylacdonald students 
since non-IYlac people represent 
75^ of the clientele. In fact, 
there is no student-run bar in 
Quebec that can afford such 
restrictions: Campus, Gertrudes, 
the Pub 

(Ylac only nights have been 
tried in the past u/ith differ- 
ent formulae (all night, half 
night) on Thursday night, uuhich 
is the most popular night for 
lYlac, but it all ends up ujith a 
line-up of other people a/aiting 
to get in, uihile some of the 
employees havye been sent home, 
due to the small number of lYIac 
students in the Bar. 



A non-ujaiting privilege luas 
implemented for (Iflac last year and 
it brought a lot of problems to 
the students ujorking, trying to 
explain luhy that guy or another 
could get in over some luho had 
been waiting for 1 or 2 hours. 
Even if the philosophic aspect 
of the question uias explained to 
these people, it seemed to them 
that an equal right for equal 
people ujas of greater value, 
resulting in fights and decreas- 
ing attendance at the Bar. 

The importance of the Bar 
Disco operation as a source of 
income has been stressed above 
any neui policy must be carefully 
considered since it could en- 
danger the financial situation of 
the CC. I ujould like to point 
out that since September, 1969, 
one year after the construction 
of the CC, there has been no 
increase in the student CC fees 
of S15, a^-though there has been 
an ever-increasing cost in sala- 
ries and maintenance. 



Concerning the music, the (Ylanager, Jamie Doyle implemented 
specials at the Happy Hour on Friday. Rock and Roll, classical, 
blues, jazz and Qu^becois luere being played, and despite the fact 
that many came the first lueek, the attendance diminished, especial- 
ly this term. During the evening, Rock and Roll is often pre- 
dominant, and I doubt that one could say that the music at the Bar 
could be qualified as disco music. 



Anyujay, problems exist and 
solutions must be tried and tried. 
The CC Committee is exploring 
different possibilities as to the 
relocation of the Bar in a more 
suitable area uuhere it could 
serve more purposes (coffee house, 
shoujs) but space is not readily 
available and preparation is re- 
quired • 

The Centennial Centre Com- 
mittee meetings are advertised at 
least one day in advance in the 
Mac (Iflouthpiece and these ques- 



tions and others relating to the 
operation of the building are 
discussed. All students are 
ujelcome to attend. 

I hope that the above infor- 
mation ujill dissipate the mis- 
understandings concerning the 
Bar. j

3 Tbsp* sugar or honey 

3 cups uuhite flour 

3 to 4 cups uuhole uuheat flour 

1 egg, luell beaten 

Sesame seeds, poppy seeds or 

dried onion flakes (optional). 

In a small bouil, dissolve 
the sugar in ^ cup uiarm uiater. 
Sprinkle the yeast in the boiul 
and let stand. Beat 3 eggs in 
a large bouul. Add oil, salt, 
iiiater and sugar or honey. Stir 
the yeast solution into the 
egg mixture. Stir in uj cups of 
luhite flour. Beat until smooth 
then add the luhole uuheat flour 
a cup at a time, uuorking it in 
until the mixture is a soft 
dough. Knead 5 minutes In a 
floured board until the dough 
is no longer sticky. Grease 
the bouul, place the dough in- 
side, cover and let rise in a 
Luarm place for abo *t 50 minutes 
or until the dough has risen 
1-^ times its original size. 
Punch doujn and remove dough 
from boml. Divide dough into 
thirds, placing tuuo of the 
thirds in plastic bags in the 
refrigerator to keep moist 



uihile the first section is being 
prepared. For large bagels, 
divide dough into 8 pieces. 
Roll each piece out in a tube 
about 8 inches long and connect 
the ends to form a doughnut 
shape. lYlake sure that the ends 
are pressed together firmly. 

Drop each ring into rapidly 
boiling luater, leave for 10 
seconds and then remove uuith a 
slottddr.spoDi;]. Place the rings 
on a greased cookie sheet. 
Using a pastry brush, uuash each 
bagel luith a ujell beaten egg 
and then sprinkle on poppy seeds, 
onion flakes or sesame seeds. 
Bake at 425 degrees for 20 min- 
utes or until golden broujn. 
Prepare the rest of the dough 
the same ujay.
